IN HIS John street home, his 
strong face, creased only slightly 
by the passing years, told how a 
woman stopped a t his home two 
weeks ago. 
She rem inded the 
doctor that 38 years ago he had 
deliv ered her set of twins. H er 
finances were a little crim ped at 
the tim e of the births and she 
was unable to com pensate him 
for his serv ices. The other day 
the woman returned and said 
“she w anted to pay her bill.” 
“She ev en asked me if I w ant­ 
ed

the bill,” the 
doctor smiled. These were only 
two of the 2,000 babies which Dr. 
Van W agenen deliv ered in his 
60-year career as a physician.

Of immunity Law 


W ashington, M arch 26 UP)— 
The Suprem e C ourt today up­ 
held v alidity of the 1954 im m u­ 
nity law intended to compel w it­ 
nesses to testify In national se­ 
curity cases. 
The law’ prov ides that when a 
w itness is reluctant to testify for 
fear of incrim inating himself he 
m ay be directed by a federal 
judge to speak, w ith the assur­ 
ance that he will be immune 
from later prosecution as a re­ 
sult of anything he m ight dis­ 
close. 
A fter being promised im m u­ 
nity, the witness m ust testify or 
be punished for contem pt. 
Justice F ran k furter deliv ered 
the 7-2 decision.

THE PROBLEM DRINKER 


As we were saying in ou r last article on th e 
incorrigible drinker or alcoh olic, th e great diffi­ 
cu lty is to make su ch an individu al admit th at h e 
really is a problem both to h imself and to all 
oth ers with wh om h e comes in contact. It is th is 
deep-seated resistance to taking part in any treat­ 
ment for h is or h er own good th at brings abou t 


Th is meant th at Congress cou ld never 
abolish slavery or alter its conditions. It 
was ratified by Oh io, Maryland and Illinois 
liefore th e war and th e Emancipation 
Proclamation made its provisions obsolete. 
Tech nically th is admendment may still 
l>e u p for state action.

Th e ph ysician, by h imself, h as no au th or­ 
ity to pu t th e patient into an institu tion immed-1 
iately wh ere h e can no longer continu e in a cou rse j 
of diseased beh avior th at is a menace to both 
patient and family. He may be fou nd wielding a 
knife or gu n—th e best part of h is brain totally 
incapacitated by h is abnormal reaction to alcoh ol. 
He h as reach ed th e point wh ere h e is a "Dr. 
Jekyll” wh ile sober and a "Mr. Hyde" wh ile drink­ 
ing. "Mr. Hyde” cou ld be q u ite capable of many 
forms of antisocial condu ct, violence, even m u r­ 
der, wh ereas su ch condu ct cou ld be entirely for­ 
eign to "Dr. JekyH’s” personality. 
Part of th e trou ble is th at we still do not re­ 
gard su ch a person as su ffering from a specific 
disease, even th ou gh alcoh olism is every bit as 
mu ch a disease as tu bercu losis. Today, every ef­ 
fort is made to find th e victims of tu bercu losis at 
th e earliest stages, before th ey h ave inju red 
th emselves very mu ch or h ad h ad an opportu nity 
to infect oth ers in th e commu nity. Noth ing of a 
similar natu re is available to deal with th e alco- I 
h olic; h e can continu e h is drinking u ntil h e ru ins 
h is life, and in th e process, th e lives of oth ers 
wh o h ave tried to adju st to th is very sick person. J 
Th is is not a problem on wh ich we can tu rn 
ou r back and say, "Well, th ere’s no worry like 
th at in ou r family, th ank goodness.” It may be­ 
come strictly you r bu siness if a dru nken driver 
kills one of you r loved ones.

A current issue of the Tiflis 
newspaper Dawn of the East told 
of a recent party meeting in 
Georgia at which V. Kupraze, 
rector of Tiflis Univ ersity , and 
others w^ere charged with failure 
to keep discipline. 
Kupraze, who denied reports 
of student disturbances in Tiflis 
in a telephone conv ersation with 
The Associated Press Saturday , 
was hauled ov er the coals for not 
giv ing satisfactory ex planations 
of shortcomings.

students and neglecting party 
ideological work.”

It indicates, he said, “the 
revolu tion has already beg u n.” 
Nikolai E. Khokhlov, who de­ 
fected to the W est in 19 54 after 
13 years in the Soviet intelli­ 
g ence service, g ave that apprais­ 
al in a copyrig hted interview 
pu blished today by the mag azine 
U. S. News and World Report. 
The 
20th 
Cong ress 
of 
the 
Soviet Commu nist Party in Feb­ 
ru ary, he said, “openly and pu b­ 
licly confirmed 
that 
dictator­ 
ship cannot exist any long er in 
the Soviet Union. W ithou t pu b- 
liclv saying so. it actu ally con­ 
fessed the complete bankru ptcy 
of the Soviet system.” 
Some of Stalin ’s actions and 
his system of one-man ru le were 
openly criticized by some Soviet 
leaders at that Cong ress. Re­ 
ports reaching the West since

Nikita 
Khru shchev, Commu nist Party 
boss, himself denou nced the for­ 
mer dictator as a m u rderer and 
a ru ler who hu rt Ru ssia. 
WESTERN 
LEADERS, 
a t­ 
tempting to assess the develop­ 
ments, have come u p with vary­ 
ing ideas. The moves have been 
interpreted as a fu rther effort 
of Khru shchev to seize power j 
and alternatively as a possible 
means of keeping any one man 
from emerg ing as dictator. Some 
have contended the present Ru s­ 
sian ru lers dared denou nce Sta­ 
lin only after they felt secu re in 
their present pow*er. 
Khokhlov discou nted that idea, 
saying 
“if 
they 
were 
really 
strong , they cou ld simply have 
reformed the g overnment, sta rt­ 
ed a new* kind of reg ime and ex­ 
plained it all by saying that con­ 
ditions had chang ed and so the 
g overnment was chang ing . They 


wou ld not have felt it necessary 
to g o to all that trou ble of blam­ 
ing Stalin.” 
He said Khru schev tried and 
failed to make himself a dicta­ 
tor like Stalin. 
“Now',” he added, “the mem­ 
bers of the Soviet ru ling cliqu e 
are trying to save their skins. 
Bu t it’s more im portant than 
that.* It was not ju st a failu re 
of Khru shchev. It was a failu re 
of the whole system of dictator­ 
ship. It was even a failu re of the 
whole system of commu nism.”

GAS BILL VETO 
The v eto of the Natural Gas Bill will be popular momentar­ 
ily. But on reflection, it was a cruel and unjust blow at Con­ 
gress that will be resented for months to come. 
Senator Case, known to be fav orable to the bill, was offered 
“ a campaign contribution” of $2,500. He refused the offer and 
v oted against the bill. The fantastic logic of the v eto is that 
ev ery Senator should hav e v oted against the 
bill, as the White House did. 
This is a quaint way to legislate! 
If the bill had passed by one v ote, and it 
was known that a single v ote had been 
bought, or cast 
under suspicious circum­ 
stances, the v eto would be unassailable. 
But it passed by 53 to 38. a majority of 15. 
The implication of the v eto therefore is that 
at least 75 v otes were cast because of “ highly 
questionable circumstances,” and that none 
of the 38 were so influenced. 
Because the v otes of all 53 helped produce 
the majority of 15, the v eto puts a question 
mark on the integrity of all the 53 Senators who v oted for the 
bill, with full knowledge of the Case incident. 
This is “ guilt by association.” Under the circumstances, the 
President’* adv isers should hav e defended the integrity of Con­ 
gress, rather than besmirch it. 
So, neighbor, the bill, which the v eto says w’as a good bill, is 
dead — sacrified to the headlines!
